Government Will Never Lack Volunteers, 


England Holds the Somers, 


Mangrove Makes An Important Capture, Gen. 


Blanco Does Not Want Spanish Ships, 


Bernabe May Leave Toronto.

Washington, April 26.—The govern- 


ment has received a most -gratifying re- 
sponse to the call for volunteers. Be- 
plie3 are coming in rapidly, and every 
state shows an enthusiasm that will make 
it easy to secure as many volunteers as 
the war may call for. 


Tho state department has sent to all 


foreign nations notice of the declaration 
of war since April 21. 


The cabinet has decided not to ^release 


the Buena Ventura or any oMier prize, 
bat to let the courts settle the matter. 


It is thought that in view of the declar- 


ation of war and England's position, there 
wiil be no difficulty in this matter. 


Secretary Long at 11 today authorized 


an emphatic denial of the' reports that 
advices had been received that Morro 
Castle has fired on the fleet and that the 
fleet had replied. 


The senate committee on foreign rela- 


tions agreed unanimously to report favor- 
ably on the nomination of Judge Day as 
secretary of state. John B. Moore of New 
York has been appointed assistant secre- 
tary. 


Chairman Dfn^ley reported the war 


revenue bill to the house this afternoon. 
The senate and house have agreed to a 
conference report on the army reorgani- 
zation bill. 


r,ec and gfcsbee Challenged. 


Washington, 
April 
26.— Lieutenant 


Ramon de Carronza of the Spanish navy, 
•until recently naval attache of, the 
Spanish legation ia Washington, has 
challenged General Fitzhugh Lee and 
Captain Sigsbee of the Maine to fight 
duels. The challenges were issued on 
the night that the Spanish minister with- 
'drew from "Washington. Lieutenant de 
Carronza had determined on this course 
of action immediately after Consul Lee 
and Captain Sigsbee appeared before 
the congressional committees and tes- 
tified that it was their belief that the 
Spanish naval officers were responsible 
for the blowing up of the Maine. He 
mads kno\.-n his purpose to Minister 
•Polo, v,-ho peremptorily forbade him 
from issuing the challenge while he was 
a member of the legatton staff. Since the 
challenges were sent no word hag 
reached here as to the purposes of Gen- 
eral Lee and Captain Sigsbee. The dis- 
patches from Toronto indicate that no 
acceptances or declinations have reached 
there.

Lieutenant de Carranza is about. 4« 


years old, tall and of athletic build. He 
looks more like an Englishman than a 
Spaniard. His face is full-bearded and 
ruddy from exposure on the sea, for he 
came to Washington after long service. 
It was he who wasjentrusted by General 
Blanco with the delivery to Washington 
of the report of the Spanish naval com- 
mission which investigated the disaster 
to the Maine, and after delivering the re- 
port into t]tt hands of Minister Polo he 
was attached to the legation. 


To Co-operate With Cnbani. 


Washington, April 26.— The large Cu- 


ban ports have fairly good shore batter- 
ies, and it would take a considerable 
naval force and the delays incident to 
giving the non-combatants time for de- 
parture before they could be captured. 
On the ulher hand smaller ports could 
make little more than a formal defense, 
If indeed they did not surrender at the 
outset. 
With two such bases of oper- 


ations secured, the Cuban authorities 
here feel that Cuban forces in the field 
and those ready to take the field could 
be speedily and effectively equipped with 
arms, ammunition and supplies. 
It U 


stated that Gomes and Garcia have the 
men and the enthusiasm capable of strik- 
ing an effective blow once they have 
arms in hand, and that the only reason 
for their present Inaction Is their failure 
to have adequate equipment for a strong 
movement on the Spanish forcep.

Qnes'tlon of 


Washington, April 26.—At the leading 


embassies and legations, opinion is some- 
what divided as to the legality of the 
seizure of the Buena Ventura, the Pedro 
of Bilbao and such other ships as were 
taken prior to noon on Saturday. 
In 


one quarter it is held that the state of 
war did not exist at the time of the cap- 
ture, so that tney cannot be considered 
•war prizes. 
To sustain this view it ia 


pointed out that the course of 'Spain in 
severing diplomatic relations did not 
create a state of war. At present France 
and Venezuela ha,ve terminated their 
diplomatic relations as a result of differ- 
ences between them, but, it is pofn'ted 
out, there is no war between France and 
Venezu'a, and the termination of their 
diplomatic relations has never been so 
regarded by either party. 
On the other 


hand, anothy leading embassy holds 
that war now exists and has existed for 
several days. " It is said in this quarter 
that the declaration of war, which the 
president recommended to congress, is 
purely formal and cannot make the war 
more of a reality than it has-been in 
fact for the last three or four days. 


Captain's Clone Call. 


i Key West, April 26.—T\e British 
steamer Myrtledene, Captain Milburn, 
from Philadelphia on April 4 for Ha- 
vana and Cardenas, arrived here yester- 
day from Havana. The city is crowded 
with troops, and the Spanish officers are 
drilling every man they can press into 
the service, from the rawest recruits up- 
ward. 
, The Myrtledene reached Havana a 
week ago Sunday, and Captain Milburn 
went ashore. He says he walked over 
to the new fortifications at Casa Blanca 
to make observations, when three or four 
.Spanish soldiers, with fixed bayonets, 
arrested him as an American spy. The 
captain was taken to Morro castle and, 
after three or four hoifrs had elapsed, 
he was informed that sentence had been 
passed upon him and that he waa to be 
shot in an hour. The captain, who is an 
Intense Britisher, replied: "Why wait 
an hour? Shoot me now, and In a day 
Havana and all Cuba will be blown up." 
The British vice consul, Arthur Aros- 
teguy, was Interested In the case, and 
Captain Milburn was released. The 
captain added: "Havana will give you 
all the fighting you want when you land." 


Will Make Di Sick. 


Madrid, April 26.—Various opinions 


are obsewatole In Spain. 
One is that 


serious Information is being kept back, 
while another is that the government 
is Quite satisfied, occupies a strong po- 
sition and will make the United States 
sick of the war long before Spain la 
tired of it.

Senator Hawley Riled by Statements of 


a Nortb Carolina Colleague. 


Washington, April 26.—During the con- 


sideration of the naval appropriation bill 
Monday Mr. Butler was proceeding: to 
read testimony taken before a committee 
of the house relative to defective plates 
on various United States war vessels 
arid making sharp comment upon it, 
when Mr. Hawley said sharply: 
"I 


must protest against this. I believe the 
senator from North Carolina is out of 
order in making these charges here pub- 
licly. 
If he should reduce them to writ- 


ing and transmit them privately to 
Spain, pointing out these defective 
plates, he would be guilty of treason." 


8ENATOB MABTOW BuTlfiB, 


Mr. Tillman called attention to thfc 


fact 
that the statement made by 


Mr. Butler had been based upon official 
and congressional reports which were 
easily accessible to Spain, and he doubt- 
ed not that the Spanish government had 
agents who could gain access to the doc- 
ument rooms of the capltol. 


Mr. Butler, continuing, adverted to 


what he regarded as the "excited" ut- 
terances of Mr. Hawley, who, he said, 
had risen and flung at him charges of 
treason. 
He thought that those who 


were guilty of treason were those who 
had refused to make provisions for good 
armor at a reasonable price. 


The army reorganisation bill was re- 


ported to the senate with some amend- 
ments by M». Hawley of the military 
affairs committee, and passed within n 
minutes. 
It was not completed, how- 


ever, as the house non-concurred In the 
senate amendments and asked for a con- 
ference. 
At I o'clock the senate went 


into secret session and passed the bill 
of the house declaring the existence of 
war between the United States and 
Spain. 
Subsequently a brief open ses- 


sion was held during which minor busi- 
ness was transacted. 


The secret debate was based on an 


amendment offered by Senator Turpie 
providing for the recognition of the bel- 
ligeront rights of the insurgent Cubans, 
the amendment being practically in the 
following language: 
"We hereby rec- 


ognize the rights of the Cuban army 
under General Maximo Gomez to bo 
'treated as belligerents, the freedom and 
Independence ef the Cuban people hav- 
ing heretofore been recognised by an act 
of congress."

BATTLE IN PHILIPPINES. 


Expected, to Be First Great Buttle 


of War. 


Washington, April 26.—Navy depart- 


ment officials confidently expect that 
within three days a decisive battle will 
have been fought between the American 
and Spanish naval forces operating in 
the waters of the Philippines. It is 
learned from most reliable sources that 
Commodore Dewey/s squadron left for 
the Philippine islands under instlac- 
tions sent several days ago by Secretary 
Long. 


Of primary Importance is the immedi- 


ate capture or destruction of Spanish 
vessels. After this has been accom- 
plished, it will not be a difficult matter 
to cause the fall of Manila and Luzon 
and of other ports by simply conducting 
a blockade such as the north Atlantic 
squadron is doing with reference to Cu- 
ban ports. 


As Commodore Dewey has not a large 


squadron, it is appreciated that he will 
not have sufficient vessels to carry on a 
blockade which will last any length 01 
•time. He will, however, be able to 
blockade the principal ports in which 
the'Spanish troops are stationed, and 
the insurgents in the islands will prob- 
ably give him assistance by continuing 
their land operations. 


Altogether, naval experts say that 


Commodore Dewey's task is the easiest 
of those_ which have been assigned to 
any flag officer. Upon only one point 
are the officials uneasy. This relates to 
the continuance of cable communica- 
tion between Commodore Dewey and 
the United States. Thet-e is a Spanish 
cable line connecting: Hong Kong and 
th'e Philippines, and it may be found 
necessary to cut the cdble in order to 
prevent the Spanish forces from cabling 
to their government the condition of 
affairs in the island. It is appreciated 
by the authorities that, as Spain can send 
no re-enforcements to the east, it will do 
the Spaniards very little good to know 
what is going on there. 


A suggestion has been made to the 


navy department that the fleet now at 
the Cape de Verle islands, instead of 
going direct to Cuba or Porto Rico, as 
has been generally anticipated, may go 
to Halifax. 
There, under the English 


neutrality law^, the vessels will be en- 
titled to coal and to some extent refit 
They could take on coal enough to carry 
them to the nearest Spanish, port. From 
Halifax to Cuba their course would br 
along our coast line, and they could do 
great damage to Boston, New York and 
other ports. 


An attack will probably have been 


made by next Saturday. The Spaniards 
'have one good cruiser at Manila, the 
Reina Christina, of 3500 tons; four ef- 
fective gurfboats of less than 1200 tons, 
and a half a dozen smaller craft of no 
fighting value. 
Manila has a few mod- 


ern guns mounted, but will be powerless 
against such a force as that of the Amer- 
ican fleet. 


The capture of the Philippines, if the 


war continues, would be of the greatest 
strategic and commercial importance. 
The islands exceed Cuba in wealth, re- 
sources and area. 
In the hands of 


America they would be the key of the 
far east and of Asiatic and 
Pacific 


waters." 


The fleet blockading Havana la be- 


coming Impatient at the policy of in* 
action which it is obliged to follow. 
The taking of prizes Is well enough in 
Its way, but it does not afford the op- 
portunity for service which the navy has 
craved, and It is trying for Admiral 
Sampson to be obliged to lay by and hear 
the runs of the Spanish fortifications 
speaking without response. 


Admiral Sampson yesterday asked 


the department to be allowed to ex- 
change shots with the Spanish fortifi- 
cations whenever it became necessary 
to run close In shore In chase of SOIM 
vessel. 
On every occasion that an 


American ship has come within range of 
the Spanish guns they have prompt- 
ly opened on her, and Admiral Sampson 
believes that the return of a shot or two 
under those circumstances would be a 
Benefit to the men of the fleet. 


Britishers Disappointed. 


London, April J*.—The fact that strik- 


ing events have not happened causes a 
feeling of disappointment, and the con- 
viction gains ground that the war is 
likely to be a protracted one. It !• rec- 
ognized that Spain can afford to awalit 
for events, while America can do noth- 
ing until she has practically gained pos- 
session of Cuba. 
It Is remarked as 


curious that while the president Im the 
declaration at war ascribes the rupture 
to Spain's act, thus Implying that a 
state of hostilities existed «i April 21, the 
American admiral at Ron* Kon* pro-

Tbe novice will easily acquire the 
habit of proceeding along the level 
ground without more vraboling than is 
absolutely, necessary to bis progression 
er of descending a bill without losing 
more control of bis machine tban is 
needful, and even if the worst should 
come to tbe worst there is generally a 
nice prickly hedge or a good ditch filled 
with stinging nettles on at least one 
side of tbe road. But hill climbing is, 
as one may say, quite a different matter, 
inasmuch as it requires to be carefully 
learned, and in this, as in most other 
mundane' affairs, experience is the great- 
est teacher. But yet there are some prac- 
tical hints which may not be thrown 
away upon those who have tbe sense to 
read as they ride, so to speak, and to 
profit by the lessons which experience 
has taught others. 


In the first place, one should never be 


discouraged because a hill appears to be 
st- ep. At the top of one ascent the next 
hill looks a regular wall to bs surmount- 
ed, whereas, on closer acquaintance, it 
may turn out to be merely the gentlest 
of rises. And it is no doubt on this ac- 
count—namely, tbe influence of the 
mind over the matter of the muscles—. 
that most hills are much more easily 
climbed in the dark than in the day- 
light. 


In the next place, hills tbat one does 


not know perfectly should not be rushed. 
The best plan is to start every ascent 
with the determination to get tip as far 
as possible with as little exertion as 
posfiible, and to do this adequately there 
should be no fast pace at first. A very 
little practice will enable mnch to 'be 
done in the way of hill climbing. It ia 
'not by any means a bad plan to take 
sotne particular bill not far from home, 
not choosing one of exceeding steepness 
or its opposite, and a daily trial might 
be made at this bill. Therjder will un- 
failingly notice how, with practice, the 
ascent maintains less and less of its 
original formidable proportions, and 
When at last its climbing becomes a 
matter of no moment there will be a 
great can so for wonder at its having ap- 
peared almost insurmountable at first. 
True, indeed, it is, , speaking with spe- 
cial reference to bills, tbat familiarity 
breeds contempt of them, although, of 
course, there are bonnd to be encoun- 
tered some of those really difficult rises 
which hardly any cyclist think of 
climbing- and which are walked by all 
except the very strongest and -most ex- 
pert riders. There Is great satisfaction 
in tbe eventual climbing of a hill which 
has baffled one at first, when this can 
be accomplished* without undue exer- 
tion.— Wheelman. 


Bicycle Colony. 


There is a novel movement on foot in 


Philadelphia to establish a cyclists' col- 
ony just outside tbe city limits. It is 
said that tho executors of an estate have 
offered to lease free of charge a large 
number of acres to the wheelmen pro- 
viding they agree to keep it in good con- 
dition and bnild upon it. Tbe plan of 
those behind the movement is to have 
tbe more prominent clubs, such as com- 
prise the Associated Cycling Globs of 
Philadelphia,' to build country club- 
houses on the land in question.

New Instrument Used by the 


/• 
Weather Bureau. 


TAKEN INTO UPPER AIB BTIITES. 


Automatically Register! Atmoipherlo Con- 


ditions — Intorost In Arctic Exploration. 
Improvement In Equipment For Polar 
Research. 


WASHINGTON, April SG.— [SQeoIal.]— One 


of tbe most remarkable instruments in tbe 
wo#ld ia a now device now being put Into 
UBO by tbj/Jnitod States weather bureau 
ID connection with its efforts to explore 
tbo almost unknown upper strata of tho 
atmosphere by means of kites. It is an 
instrument, or rather a combination of in- 
struments, which notos and automatically 
records minute by minute and hour by 
hour— 


First.— Tho tomporaturo of the air. 
Second. — Pressure of tho atmosphere. 
Third.— The humidity of the air. 
Fourth.— The direction of tho wind. 
Fifth.— The foroo of the wind. 
All this ia accomplished by thla device, 


and yot the whole contrivance is no larger 
than nn ordinary loaf of bread and weighs 
less tban Biz pounds. Thnt it should have 
small weight waa a prerequisite toils suc- 
cessful use, as it is to bo sent high np into 
the air by moans of kites. 
Ouoo elevated, 


it will do its own work, the delicate and 
ingenious instruments causing pencils to 
slide oTor sheets of paper wound around 
drums, thus recording tho various data 
from which scientific mad expect such in- 
teresting and important results when it 
becomes possible to collate the results of 
measurements of the upper air taken simul- 
taneously at a number of stations located 
in various parts of tho country. 


Professor Willis L. Moore, the energetic 


director of the United States weather bu- 
reau, under whose management those ex- 
periments are being made, came near go- 
ing as a KJomberof tbe Greely arctic ex- 
pediiioR which met with such misfortunes 
that only 7 men out of 25 came back alive. 
Mr. Moore was then a young subaltern in 
the signal service and volunteered to ac- 
company Lieutenant Greely on hia ill 
starred expedition. He was at first ac- 
cepted, but was later left behind on ac- 
count of some technicality. At that time 
Mr. Moore never dreamed that some day 
he would bo at the head of tbe United 
States weather bureau, which was later to 
bo disassociated from the army signal 
service, and through a series of develop- 
ments to become the first weather bureau 
of the world In completeness and utility. 


A Bath In a Snowdrift. 


Another noted Wasbingtonian who had 


a narrow escape "from service upon an 111 
fated arctic expedition is Professor Alex- 
ander Graham Bell, inventor of tbe tele- 
phone and now preaideht of the National 
Geographic society of Washington. Mr. 
Bell volunteered to accompany the Jean- 
nottc expedition und came near going. This 
expedition, under Commander De Long, 
it will be relnsmbered, lost two-thirds of 
its m ambers by drowning in the Arctic 
ooean off tho mouth of the Lena and by 
starvation and exposure io its delta. 


To this day Dr. Bell, who is now one of 


tbe stamibeBt , friends of science in tbe 
United States, is a man of great physical 
endurance. It 4s related of him that a 
year or two ago, while at a bunting camp 
near hia summer home in Novn Scotia, he 
felt the need of a bath, and, no other 
means of scouring one being at hand, he 
rushed naked into a snowdrift, and tbat 
without experiencing any ill effects from 
his chilly plunge. 
, 


Great interest is felt in Washington in 


the coining expedition to tho polar regions. 
The national capital is the residence of 
many scientific men who are keenly alive 
to the benefits which may accrue to knowl- 
edge 'from more perfect information con- 
cerning the now unknown parts of the arc- 
tic area. It is not generally appreciated 
tbat in the regions lying about the north 
pole there is an unexplored trnct of more 
than 3,000,000 square miles in extent, 
equal to the entire area of tha United 
States, with Alaska left out. 


Scientific men familiar with modern 


arctic exploration understand that now 
there is much less danger in polar research 
than there was even SO years ago and 
much leas likelihood of a tragedy resulting 
from efforts to penetrate the desert of ice. 
In tho first place, stanch, powerful steam 
vessels have supplanted the old sailing 
ships in which Franklin and tbo earlier 
explorers attempted to force their way 
through the heavy ice. In the second place, 
no modern explorer thinks of setting out 
upon a journey without knowing beyond 
a shadow of doubt that he has a baso of 
supplies to fall back upon in case of need. 
He establishes these bases of supplies him- 
self and does not trust to others to do it 
for him, which was the condition forced 
upon General Greely by the government, 
who planned his expedition and who then 
failed to establish tha supply stations as 
agreed upon. 


Modern Polar Research. 


In the fourth place, modern sledging 


methods have made it possible for a party 
tbat may have suffered the misfortune of 
losing its ship to travel a much greater 
distance in escaping from the icy Wastes 
than was formerly thought possible. An 
example of this was found in the experi- 
ence of Dr. Naneen and Lieutenant Johan- 
scn, who left their ship and traveled 800 
miles before they fell in with human bo- 
ings again or enjoyed tbo use of any food 
or articles of civilization save those which 
Vhey carried with them. 


Arctic exploration in these times Is not 


toDsiderod specially hazardous, and prob- 
ably tbo world has seen tbe last of great 
disasters to expeditions in that field. As 
a matter of fact, there have been but three 
great tragedies in all tho history of arctic 
exploration, though mankind has been en- 
gaged in efforts to penetrate the polar 
legions for more than three centuries. 
Theao were tbe disasters to Franklin, to 
Groely and to De Long, and not one of 
these tragedies is at all likely to occur un- 
der tho methods now followed. From 
these throo catastrophes has arisen tbe 
popular notion tbat arctic exploration ia 
exceedingly dangerous. ' In fact, many 
people think the man who gooi into the 
polar zones is only adopting a slow and 
uncomfortable way of committing sulcido. 


Ia the opinion of arctic experts tho clos- 


ing days of tho nineteenth century are to 
witness tho discovery of tho north pole, 
achievement of the feat which man has 
sot ai a task for himself and devoted hia 
energies to for three centuries. Among 
ths scientific men of Washington there la 
a strong hoi* tbat to an American will 
fall this great prize in tbe race for the pola, 


Bowing in 


Eight oared rowing has cover got n 


bold in Canada, and there is not yot 
an eight oared shell in the country.

Cleaning Wbavll. 


• A thorough cleaning of a wheel ifl 
the best thing-imaginable. It brings out 
all of the defects, and if enough defects 
are discovered the owner can settle for 
himself whether it is better to get a 
new wheel. It may be that the defects 
are trivial, and if one la of a mechanical 
turn of mind at all he may he able to 
make the repairs. Should one or two 
(pokes happen tp be broken one can re- 
place them as easily as a dealer and at 
loss cost. One can buy spokes of the 
same thickness as those in the wheel for 
10 cents each. Remove the old spoke, 
unscrewing it from the nipple at the 
rim. Bun the new spoke through the 
bub and place the thread end in tho 
nipple and turn the latter by means of a 
small pair of pliers, or, better still, with 
tbe aid of a nipple wrench. If the cones 
or cups are worn, yon can obtain dupli- 
cates of the dealer and pnt them in 
place yourself. New balls can also be 
bought cheaply and placed where need- 
ed. If the dealer does all .of these re- 
pairs, he not only charges for tbe ma- 
terial, but for the time of his workmen.

Colonel Hambureor Write* of the Prep- 


arations For Their Exhibit at Paris. 
It is pretty certain American athletes 


will be on hand in large numbers at the 
Paris exposition jn 1900 and that they 
•will be well taken care of. Colonel L. 
M. Hamburger is in the French capital 
looking after the interests'Of the A. A. 
U. and has written to Secretary James 
E. Sullivan in regard to his work there. 
He reports that Americans will be 
agreeably surprised when they reaoh 
Paris; that the athletes are to be treated 
with special courtesy by the director 
general and his aids. 


Following is a portion of the letter 


received by Mr. Sullivan from Colonel 
Hamburger: 


"I have had several long interviews 


with M. Delauney-Bellville, .director 
general of the exposition, with reference 
to the participation by tha A. A. U, 
in athletics during oae exposition of 
1900. 
He is thoroughly interested and 


is anxious that I, aa the representative 
of the A. A U., should have some per- 
manent connection with the games of 
the exposition. 


"M. E. Broxaus, the chief secretary 


of the director general, who is especial- 
ly interested in athletics, recently gave 
me an hour, which I employed in ex- 
plaining the plan and sefljie of the Ama- 
teur Athletic nnion and what we could 
and wanted to do m Paris in 1900 if 
permitted. A location in the park of 
Vinoennes has been definitely settled. 
As much space can be had thorn an 
needed. The manner of transportation 
will be adjusted, as the new Metropoli- 
tan road has a carrying capacity of 50,^ 
000 per hour."—Chicago Tribune.

instruction 
and showsr 


me gallantly about tho establishment, 
with the satisfied air of one who is 
master of the situation, the only point 
of view where one can be truly genial, 
to tell me some of the names of his pu- 
pils who have earned credit in the 
swimming school. 


He mentioned the names of Miss de 


Forest, 
Miss Dorothy White, Miss 


Louise Carpenter and Mrs. Bainbridge 
Smith, with others. While we were 
talking he pointed out the younger son 
of George Gould, a fine, healthy young- 
ster, who" swims like a fish, apparently 
inheriting his father's love of aquatic 
sport. 


We first visited the instruction room, 


where beginners are taught the baby 
motions of first trials by means of 
ropes and other apparatus, an arrange- 
ment which prevents them from becom- 
ing scared by the contact of the water, 
which, viewed with the freedom of old 
acquaintance at other times, seems by 
some mysterious mental upheaval to be 
able to throw the unlearned into con- 
vulsions of fright at their initial at- 
tempts, even though it only reaches to 
their knees and they are held by able- 
bodied teachers. The private Instruc- 
tion room is. an amiable concession to 
this watery fear. 


Then we, went to the g-allery. From 


the ledge, about 12 feet from the pool, 
expert divers take a plunge, spring- 
boards, trapezes, etc., affording oppor- 
tunity for the less daring or less skilled. 
The gallery extends around three sides, 
and from opposite points is stretched 
the "trolley," an apparatus which is 
fastened to the pupil on the occasion 
of her graduation from tho instruction 
room and w.hlch holds her in the water, 
wisely refusing to move unless the 
proper arm and leg motions are made. 


Opposite^to the entrance, across a 


srfiooth 
expanse, of shining 
water; 


through a mesh 6f horizontal bars, 
"horses," hanging rings, trapezes, etc., 
one sees a charming cycloramic effect 
of real rocks, an overshot wheel around 
which the water plunges In a crystal 
stream and a scenic background of 
mountains fading into a dim perspec- 
tive of snow capped peaks beyond—as 
far as Forty-sixth street, I should 
think. 


The dimensions of the pool are 6S by 


45 feet. It' holds 80,000 gallons of water 
and is three to six feet in depth, there 
being a gradual descent from one end 
to the other. The water is constantly 
changed, every precaution being takfcn 
to keep it fresh, filtered and warm, 
while the shower baths prevent the pos- 
sibility of takina cold.

Turkish baths are closed at that time 
to the feminine sex, and so I was not 
surprised when I was assured that 
when I took a swim I would have to 
come before the third hour after noon- 
day.

Seems to Be the Question 


of the Hour. 


In these days of Colonial Dames, 


Daughters of the American Revolution 
and various other societies that are 
branches of a forest of family trees the 
study of genealogy is an interesting 
one. 
"Who were were my ancestors?" 


seems to be the question of the hour in 
America. 


The Aryan colonists left their ancient 


home in India and spread over the con- 
tinent of Europe In many diverging 
streams. Centuries passed. 
Some of 


the streams united in the northeastern 
part to form a river. The brave Briton, 
the fiery Celt, the versatile Gaul, the 
slow but steady Teuton, the daring pi- 
ratical Norseman—all these combined 
:o make the mighty river of whose on- 
flowing waters we are proud to form a 
part. "What part?" do we ask. We 
certainly cannot be molecules, being 
visible to the eye and of some trifling 
importance in our own eyes. We must 
at least be drops, large sized drops, of 
course, in this Anglo-Saxon-Nonnano 
American genealogical river.

stock were the polished Roman and th» 
barbarian Briton. Do we like to realize 
that the word Briton means a painted 
man, a spotted, variegated man? Cra;, 
sar says the ancient Britons stained 
themselves blue before entering t>attla( 
also that 10 or 12 of them had theii 
wives in common. We know that hi* 
man victims were offered on their al< 
tars. 


Some 600 years later St. Augustine 


and 40 others—bless their memories- 
came on a foreign mission to carrj 
Christianity to the fair haired people 
Of Angleland. It was 200 years after thf 
time of Alfred the Great, Saxon, befon. 
surnames were known in England, and 
they were .not at all common until the 
fourteenth century. So that it is rarely 
possible to trace our family lives far« 
ther back than 700 or 800 years. It ii 
interesting that some Welsh families 
claim lineage among the noble Romans; 
also that a few French families assuma 
to trace their lines to Noah. But with- 
out doubt the oldest recorded famify on 
the globe is that of the mikado of Japan, 
whose lineage has been carefully kept 
for 25 centuries. Some of our American 
forbears thought it undemocratic to 
have an ancestor. Abraham Lincoln 
said, and I am sure we should all be in 
sympathy with the sentiment, "I do not 
know my grandfather's name, and I 
am more concerned to know what his 
grandson is going to make of himself." 


The study of genealogy, pursued- in a 


liberal spirit, brings all Americans into 
sympathetic bonds. As we climb our 
family tree we find so many other per- 
sons' ancestors sitting 
among

the intermarriages of many generations. 
As we grow older we have to deal in 
ourselves with the influences of our 
education, perhaps even more with those 
of blood and breed.

It fa well to know that If salt flsh Is 


wanted quickly the fish Is freshened 
much sooner If soaked In milk, milk 
that is turned being as good for the 
purpose as the fresh milk. 


If icing runs oft a cake and will not 


•tick, flour should be sifted over the 
cake1 and then wiped off with a soft 
cloth before applying the Icing. 


Qornctarch will remove grease most 


tfltectually. Rub a little fresh dry corn* 


starch into the soiled space, and it will 
at once begin the process of absorbing 
the grease. 
Brush the first used off 


carefully from ..the garment and pro- 
ceed in the same way with more until 
the disfigurement has entirely disap- 
peared. 


To remove- Ink stains from white 


cloth peroxide of hydrogen should be 
poured over the spot and- then rinsed 
out with water. Fresh new milk will 


often accomplish the same purpose. An 
application of lemon Juice is sure to do 
so if followed by a thorough sprinkling 
with salt. 


To stiffen sheer handkerchiefs, laces, 


wash silks or any other thin' fabric It 
Is best to use gum arable starch. To 
make it put Into a bottle an-ounce of 
gum arable and pour over it a cup of 
cold water. Stand thn bnttio fr> a dish 
of cold water and place It over the fire 
until the gum Is dissolved. Then strain 
It through a fine sieve or piece of cheese- 
cloth Into another bottle. When it Is 


cold, put in half a gill of alcohol, and it 
will be ready to use when needed. When 
dainty laces are to be stiffened, half a 
teaspoonful of the starch, mixed with 
a small cupful of water, will give the 
lace ample stiffness, adding a larger 
amount of the starch as it is needed for 
different fabrics. 


Sometimes a potted plant becomes 


what gardeners call .root bound. The 
roots cling to the inside of the pot or 
get BO intwlned among themselves that 
the growth of th« •flower is much Im- 
peded. In such » case an application 


to loosen the roots Is required. The 
following directions were given to one 
amateur florist' for the purpose by a 
professional: Pour hot water on a lit- 
tle tobacco, a little soft soap and a 
pinch of salfe tet it stand until it be- 
comes a Jelly. Then strain and add a 
small quantity to the water with which 
the plants are tended every tinw that 
they art. sprinkled.

out removing .the old wall covering has 
recently' been much discussed aproad. 
This practice, so temptingly convenient, 


has been carried on, It would seem, In 
many directions where .gne would least 
expect such untidiness.

these various applications of paper mi- 
crobes are fostere*.

Since it has become known that.Senator 


Whittlesey had offered his servioes to the

military matters by any. means, having 
erved six years in the militia of the state 
)f Michigan and would oe in a position to 
;o ahead in a movement of this kind in 
an intelligent manner. 


Tbe town of Lae ia talking war in no 


uncertain tones, and in a. mass meetinc 
jailed to discuss tho formation of a vo!ur.- 
eer militia company, 100 names were 
quickly secured of three who would vol- 
unteer. 


Going: to war is now the chief subject of 


thought in this city. The war is growing 
more local mils influence every day, and 
instead of watching bulletins to learn of 
the movements of the ships of war, many, 
young men are watching for the latest in 
regara to the call for troops. 


There is one other sentic.ent which is 


very widespread, however, and among 
those who hold it the only thought is of 
going to Canada to escape going to war. 
Already a good sized exodus has begun 
among some of those who came to this 
city from Canada, and the action of those 
who have come to this country because 
money was more easily made, and who 
cross the line at the first approach of 
danger oi having to show patriotism fo: 
their adopted country is being roundly 
condemned by many. 


It is estimated that since war first be- 


came certain at least 50 men have left 
this vicinity for Canada. 
Many of them 


have taken their families. Yesterday a 
delegation of 20 men, women and chil- 
dren left the city and every train take: 
non-combatants to the seclusion oi 
Canada. A number have left in this way 
from Adams. 


But this spirit is fortunately pot wide- 


spread except among a certain class. 
There is of course hesitation on the part 
ot many in thinking of tbe personal dan- 
ger, but when the time comes Korth Ad- 
am* will be found in line with othei 
places of its size. 


Company M, the organization which 


attracts most attention in Berkshire now 
held its' regular drill in the Armory 
at Adams Monday evening. There were 
50 members present at roll call. The large 
hall was crowded on all sides and tbere 
was hardly standing room at the door. 
Fully 250 people were present, there being 
a large delegation of young men present 
from this city. 


The drill was better than ever. The 


boys went through their moves like clock 
work, and showed much snap and inter- 
est. Compliments were given them on a]! 
side* and a great deal of interest w*3 
aroused.

more names than he will need, William 
Moore of Blackinton re-enlisted.

Lieutenant Governor Crane spoke with 
the captain over the telephone and said 
there \v ere about 15 young men in hr. 
town who were anxious to enlist in Com- 
pany M. 


The announcement that Governor Wol- 


cott had said that the state} militia woul 
be reserved for coast defense first of all 
was hardly believed by tbe members ai 
first, but was received with some pleasure 
by those who do not with to go to thu 
front, but all are ready and anxious to gc 
where ordered. 


There has been much discussion of r 


local recruiting station authorized by the 
city. Mayor Cady has been asked 
to 


arrange for one, and has decided to take 
prompt action, although there is no im- 
mediate necessity of its establishment un- 
til it is secured with the full sanction of 
the state authorities. He has commum 
cated with the adjutant-general and the 
governor, and when an office is opened u 
will be regularly established under state 
rules. Until then Mayor Cady has not 
specifically authorized any recruiting 
station to «ct with the authority of the 
city. 


The first announcement in this city of a 


corporation which makes special pro- 
vision for employes enlist who comes from 
the National Express company, whose 
ocal manager has received tbe following. 
A copy of a resolution adopted by the 
executive committee April 13,1898, which 
is sent you for your information and guid- 
ance: 


"IT is HEEEBY RESOLVED, That any 
present employe of this company now en- 
rolled as a member either of the national 
guard, or of the navsi reserve ol 
any 
state. 
who,

military service in aid

pective war, shall continue to receive 
one-half of the pay which he is receiving 
from this company at the time of enter- 
ing such service during tbe term of actual 
service, and when able to resume his em 
ployment in this company shall be re- 
instated in his former situation or to one 
of equal compensation, subject to the 
regulations of the company at the time 
of such enlistment." 


The position of insurance companies is 


fixed as far as the Penn Mutual is con- 
cerned, by a dispatch which WM received 
M onday night by General Agent French. 
A prominent local military man asked for 
information on the question of insurance, 
and Mr. French wrote Saturday. The 
many policy holders of the company wil 
be interested in the reply: 


"By resolution of Board of Trustees 
unanimously adopted this day, all .mem- 
bers holding policies in this company bear- 
ing date April 25,1898 or prior, are privil- 
eged until May 1,1900, to engage in the 
present war without prejudice to their 
insurance and with payment of any ex- 
tra premium therefor." 


This dispatch was signed by Vice Presi- 


dent G. E. Johnson.

BETTER STREET RAILWAY TIME. 


New Schedule Ready, But May Be 


Delayed by Street Work, 


Some time ago THE TRANSCRIPT an- 


nounced that the Hoosac V*ll«y Street 
Railway company intended to adopt a 
lew timetable on the Williamstown and 
Adams roads. This plan has been carried 
cut and a timetable has been arranged 
that is ready to go into effect at once 
should it be advisable. The necessity ot 
waiting till street improvements are fin- 
shed may delay the change however. 


The new scheduls would have all cara 


"rom Adams and Williainsto wn run trora 
tJeir respective towns to the Beaver in 
.his city in 45 minutes, the same time 
which is now allowed tor the run be- 
tween those places and Main street in 
his city. So tbe actual time to como 
"rom Adams or Williamstown to the pres- 
nt stopping place on Main street would 
be about 30 minutes. The oars would be 
run oftener during the morning and 
afternoon. 


Such a timetable would be greatly ap- 


preciated, and has long been wanted, but 
the company is waiting till a decision is 
rsnched on street improvements for the 
:;easoi). There is some work to be done 
on and near tbe Phoenix bridge, and i' 
Eagle and Union streets are paved, the 
running time on the road would be con- 
siderably disturbed. The company ha* 
not yet decided whether to put the new 
timetable into effect before work is begun 
or not.
